Many gfowers have found it 
beneficial to add 10 pounds of 
barley per acre to act as a nurse 
and support crop for the Vetch. 
Melilotus indica may be broad- 
cast on top of the irrigation fur- 
rows at the rate of 15 to 20 
pounds per acre before the land 
is irrigated.

Says Advisor 

Cover crops are being planted 
now and will continue to he. 
planted for a few week, accord- 
ing to H. C. Meith, assistant 
Tulare county farm advisor, who 
states that there is no ‘“‘best’’ 
cover crop, since growers should 
plant the crop that has a his- 
tory of doing well in their par- 
ticular vicinity. Meith further 
states: 

The mustards do well in most 
sections of the county and malva 
is also an excellent cover crop 
Oftentimes a volunteer cover crop 
will give a moderate tonnage 


of green matter. If a voluteer 


cover crop does make sufficient 
tonnage there is no need to go 
to the expense of seeding a cover 
crop. 

Many of the legumes make a 
good cover crop but the expense 
of ‘the seed and the amount of 
seed required for most legumes 
make them a comparatively ex- 
pensive cover crop. High prices 
should not be paid for a legu- 
minous ‘cover crop simply be- 
cause it may add to the nitrogen 
supply in the soil. This addition 
of nitrogen to the soil does not 
always occur when a leguminous 
cover crop is grown, 

It is advisable to plant the 
cover crop that will give a moder- 
ate tonnage of green matter at 
the lowest cost and add the nitro- 
gen the trees need in the cheap- 
est form of chemical nitrogen.

good portion of their Valencia 
erop due to fruit spotting. 

_ The fact that groves which were 
sprayed last fall with a zine cop- 
per bordeaux spray were almost 
entirely free of these two troubles 
makes it advisable. for growers to 
adopt a fall fungicidal spray as 
part of a regular program. 


BASIC FORMULA 

The basic formula for the 
recommended spray is 5 pounds 
of zinc sulfate, 4 pounds of lime 
and 1 pound of copper sulfate 
per 100 gallons of water. Where 
leaf hoppers are a problem the 
lime content of the spray is in- 
creased to make a whitewash 
spray. 

For leaf hopper protection on 
Valencias the lime content can 
be increased to 25 to 35 pounds 
per gallon depending on past 
experience. If hopper protection 
is desired: for navels the lime 
content can be increased to 15 
to 20 pounds per 100 gallons. 
Outside coverage of-the entire 
tree is recommended. 

_ Tests last year indicated that 
the number of Valencias saved 
from spotting was high enough 
to pay the cost of application ev- 
en if this spray had no other ad- 
vantages. Counts of fruit on un- 
sprayed trees and trees sprayed 
with ziuc copper bordeaux show- 
ed an average of 19 spotted fruits 
on the unsprayed trees as against 
3 spotted fruits on the sprayed 
trees. 


OTHER ADVANTAGES 

In addition to protecting trees 
from brown rot defoliation, Va- 
lencia rind spotting and leaf hop- 
pers (if additional lime is used) 
this spray is useful because it 

* takes care of the annual appli- 
cation of zinc for mottle leaf 
control. It is oftentimes difficult 
to fit zinc into spring or summer 
pest control program and this 
fall spray eliminates this diffi- 
culty. 

The middle of October is the 
recommended time for applying 
this spray. If hoppers are a 
problem before this time the 
spray should be applied as soon 
as infestation becomes serious.

Testimony of Victor V. Bowker 
of Porterville, California, before 
Public Lands committee of Con- 
gress, September 27, 1947, at 
Fresno. 

Chairman Welch and members 
of the Public Lands committee: 
Our governor of California called 
upon this committee to relieve 
our parched state by appropria- 
ting $190,000,000 with which to 
complete our Central Valley’s 
project. 

This plea is one to which ev- 
ery loyal California American 
adds his vigorous voice. My 
friends and neighbors in the Cal- 
ifornia State Grange, the Cen- 
tral Valley Project conference, 
The California Young Farmers, 
The American Legion, the Amer- 
ican Veteran’s committee, the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars; all 
of us want a vital proviso to ac- 
company the appropriation to 
finish the project. 

We want this committee to 
be exceedingly cautious about 
how the $190,000,000 is spent. 
We want you to wisely prohibit 
this money from dropping into 
the waiting hands of the greedy 
speculators and unscrupulous 
land and water monopolists who 
are busy day and night to rip 
apart our unified project, river 
after river, one dam after an- 
other. 


Our federal government; repre-_ 


sented by this committee, car- 
ries the tremendous responsibil- 


-ity of being accountable to 135,- 


000,000 Americans for the future 
pattern of life in this vast Cen- 
tral valley. 


. When the Reclamation law of 
1902 was passed, it’s chief author 
U. 8S. Senator Newland, said, 
“Here, let, me say, that in my 
opinion, California has no great- 
er curse than these large landed 
estates.” 

The only American way is 
to rededicate ourselves to the 
hundred year old proven nation- 
al land policy of the family own- 
ing its‘own farm. Heaven forbid 
that we ever import German 
feudalism or Russian communism 
into any section of America. 

So we insist that this money 
be spent to promote American- 
ism by re-establishing the home- 
stead principle of the 1902 recla- 
mation law to limit federally 
developed water to the family 
farm of 160 or 320 acres. 

To do this, you, our public 
lands committee, appear to be 
the logical and responsible com- 
mitee in Congress to stop the 
present disintegrating influences 
from. getting Kings river, then 
Kern ‘river, then perhaps. Tule 
river and the Kaweah removed 
from the Central-valley project 
into exploiters’ hands.

“ed Roy. Joseph egg cleaner has 


been installed. This cleaner bases 
its operation on screws, about 
five feet long, covered with rub- 
ber padding and towling. As the 
egg is pushed along by the action 
of the screw drive. it si washed, 
dried and deposited in a bin at 
the end of the machine. 

Under construction at the Hart 
place is a modification of the 
Munson type poultry house, It is 
a two story building, as shown 
in the accompanying picture and 
is designed to save ground space 
and steps, the latter saving re- 
sulting from the fact that with 
hens housed on two stories, twice 
as many birds can be cared for 
with the same amount of walk- 
ing as would be required for a 
single story or ground unit. 

NEW FEATURES 

This variation of the Munson 
house contains such features as 
a wire floor, outside feed boxes 
and wire nests arranged so that 
eggs roll out into a protected 
area when laid. 

In their standard type houses 
the Harts use a built up litter 
of dry straw which is treated 
periodically with lime to keep it 
loose, to keep down disease, and 
to control lice. The litter is 
changed completely once each 
year. 

And as a feature to add floor 
space and thereby increase the 
capacity of a house, the Harts 
have constructed a modified 
dropping pit above the floor in 
some of their housing pens. 

STANDARD PROCEEDURE 

In handling baby chicks from 
the. time of hatching, the Harts 
have a standard proceedure. Af- 
ter hatching, chicks are placed 
in boxes of 100 where they re- 
main for a day. At one day of 
age they are culled, and are then 
ready to sell. 

Chicks that are to be raised 
are placed in a brooder when 
one day’ old, 300 to a brooder 
unit, where they remain for one 
week, after which they are al- 
lowed to go into wire porches 
opening off the brooder. The 
porch covers are insulated to cut 
sun heat and floor of the brood- 
er is. covered ‘with peet moss, 
which is changed with each new 
hatch of chicks.

AS A COMMUNITY GROWS, 
SO GROWS ITS NEEDS 

As a community grows, so grows the problems concerning ‘the 
general welfare of that community. 

Certainly, one of the general welfare problems of our community 
is the problem of hospital facilities. And as a community resident 
you will have a chance to do something about that problem next 
Tuesday, October 14, when you will be given an opportunity to 

‘vote on whether or not the Sierra View Hospital district is to be 
formed. 

We believe that our community needs better hospital facilities; 
a need that has developed in the wake of rapid growth here. 

We believe that if it is not economically feasible for private 
interests to provide more adequate facilities, then the community 
as such must act in its own behalf. 

We believe that as the hospital situation now stands, it is 
time for our community to act. And, believing this, we recommend 
that you vote “YES” at next Tuesday’s election. 

A “YES”. vote means this: That you favor the establishing 
of the Sierra View Hopsital district. It means that you believe 
a board should be set up to go thoroughly and: completely into 
problems of present and anticipated future hospital needs and that 
this board should, through careful study, determine hospital location 
and actual building and administration plans for an adequate com- 
munity hospital. 

A “YES” vote does not mean that you are civing anyone 8 
free hand to spend money. If a hospital district is formed and a 
hopsital constructed, residents of the hospital district will be 
called upon for only three major expenses—a hospital site, actual 
construction cost and equipment cost. 

And before these expenses can be charged against the district, 
a bond issue must be arranged. Which means ‘that after complete 
plang have been made, you get another chance to vote—a chance 
to vote on the actual expenditure of money. 

A hospital cannot be built overnight. Probably two years or 
more will elapse before our community hospital could actually re- 
ceive patients. So it seems to us that no time should be lost in 
getting. the hospital project moving.
